93 Water Meters Installed 


Since tlie first of this year 03 water 


meters have been installed in Ports- 
mouth. Many of these consumers have 
been forced to install meters by the 
Water Works. 
Only three consumers 


have resisted orders to install meters 
and notices have* been served on them 
to discontinue the use of city water. 


In almost every ease where a meter 


is installed the consumer pays less 
by meter than lie did hy flat 
rate. 


but tlic water works receives n better 
price for the water supplied. Taking 
tiic first few days use of water by 
meter as an indication of what was 
under the flat rate system, it is found 
some consumers were paying Jess than 
He per thousand gallons of water used 
by fiat rate. 
After they noted tlie 


amount 
of water used they repair 


their fixtures, and actually save money 
on our sliding meter scale which starts 


at 25c per thousand gallons. 


One of our largest water wastes has 


been cellar syphons, 
and 
automatic 


pumps. We. know of cases in private 
homes where such pumps if on meter 
would have 'cost tlie property -owner 
iit least ?300 per year. In proper or- 
der such pumps do not require much 
water, hut out of order, they arc very 
wasteful. 
All service to such pumps 


has been ordered to be by meter only, 
and the use of such cellar pumps with- 
nit meter is forbidden, and punishable 
by line under the City Ordinance lor 
illicit use of City Water. 


The installation of the above meters 


has materially conserved our supply 
of water, and has averted an actual 
water famine. 
All large consumers 


are now paying by meter, and forty 
of these consumers use and pay for 
one-third of the water pumped.

tended by the United States, they ask. 
will it be when the treaty is signed by 
the executives of the Mexico City and 
Washington governments or when the 
Mexican Senate by nvo-tbirds vote and 
the United States Senate by two-thirds 
vote shall have ratified the pact? At 
the Department of State it was indi- 
cated that when the treaty was signed 
by the executive branches of the two 
governments, it would be sufficient at 
any rate to start the processes of rec- 
ognition. This is all very well for the 
United States, but the Europeans are 
not making any treaty with Mexico 
aud they must 
therefore determine 


when it would bo proper, to recognize 
the Mexican Government. They must 
take their cue from the United States 
and some of-the Europeans here won- 
der whether they shall take a cbiince 
again and look upon the signing of 
treaty by an Amorican executive as 
conclusive or whether thpy had bettor 
wait until aftor ratification is actual- 
ly accomplished.

"Our Banking system is in first 


class order and there exists a bet- 
ter spirit of co-operation between 
Inbor-and capital. All these things 
are basic principles of prosperity. 


"Yet, there .arc certain things 


we will have to do,"' the versatile 
gcnllemmi continued, "first 
our 


tax burden is too high and. our 
present war tax system 
is - un- 


economical. Jt will lie necessary to 
repeal the excess profits tax and 
release capital to invest in pro- 
ductive industries. 
This must 


necessarily wait until the tariff 
legislation is 
completed. 
The 


House will report the tariff bill 
by the middle of next week and it 
will puss through that body by 
the middle of July when the Sen- 
ate will take up its consideration. 
While the Senate is 'considering 
the measure the House will take 
up the tax matter.

needs raw .material and if they 
can arrange to.'liimnce their pur- 
chases here through our financial 
concerns we get the business and 
our industries will 
continue to 


prosper. The same can be said'of 
the South American business. We 
jiced it and can secure it by the 
aid of the above institutions..' 


"Our greatest difficulty is to 


find our way out of the confusion 
and expense of war. There is an 
immense debt upon us, and the 
fight is to reduce expenses, tlie 
only way that we can gain the 
light. 
When one takes into con- 


sideration that almost OS percent 


• of our burden is a Tiling-over from 


the war and a little over 2i3 per- 
cent for the upkeep and mainten- 
ance of the army and nary, leav- 
ing only about 7 percent as a field 
in which to cut expenses, the job 
appears great I am not a small 
army and navy man, but expenses 
must necessarily be shaved down 
somewhere and ..it just has to be 
done in order to place tlxj country 
on safe and solid financial ground. 
We cannot spend more than we 
make. The rule.tipp'ies to nations 
as well as to individuals. But we 
will-get out and our country will 
prosper as it always has prosper- 
ed. The trouble is there is so 
much complexity to the situation 
nnd it is difficult to get out of 
the entanglement."

But, he stated, 
it had been passed on down to the line 
through the actions of tjie manufac- 
turer, jobber and retailer and paid at 
last by tlie common people.

tax was mainly responsible for 
the 


high cost level of today. 
The con- 


gressman stat.es that so long us that 
law was on the statute books it meant 
hesitancy on the part of tlie financial 
world to invest money in new, indus- 
trial enterprises, nnd insisted it was 
the duty of congress to greatly modify 
the measure. At the same time, he 
stiid. it was the duty of the employees 
of the country to give an honest day's 
production for an honest day's wage.

speech that is quoted in an interview 
in these columns. But in addition said 
in reference to the finances- of our 
country that conditions were extreme- 
ly critical because of the large obliga- 
tions wished on us by the World War. 


He said that development is being

and prices are low. He spoke ot the 
government aid to roads and rivers 
and of the very necessary obligation 
of the people to sec that these appro- 
priations are spent wiselj; and prop- 
erly and for such purposes' that would 
be of the greatest benefit to the great- 
est' number.

These matters co.uld not 
be straightened out in a day or a 
week, but that they would be straight- 
ened out. for the country has rich re- 
sources from "which to draw and it 
only takes a cool head and wise coun- 
sel to regain what was lost and get 
started in the right way again.
